The NPLD activities at Wood Bottom will include removing a short section of fence that
has become an obstruction to wildlife.

NPLD activities are scheduled at over 600 public land sites this year. Volunteers at all

sites are encouraged to bring gloves, hand tools, hats/caps, clothing for the weather and
their enthusiasm for a fun and worthwhile day.
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
